Over  the  age  of  18  and  under  the  age  of  19 
years,  twenty-seven  and  one-half  cents 
(27  %c.)  per  hour. 

Over  the  age  of  19  and  under  the  age  of  20 
years,  thirty  cents  (30c.)  per  hour. 

Over  the  age  of  20  and  under  the  age  of  21 
years,  thirty-five  cents  (35c.)  per  hour. 

4.  That  the  total  number  of  male  employees 
receiving  less  than  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour, 
employed  in  any  plant  or  establishment  in  the 
household-furniture  manufacturing  industry, 
shall  not  exceed  forty  per  centum  (40%)  of  the 
whole  number  of  male  employees  in  that  plant 
or  establishment.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.
